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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record neither teaches nor shows a method of manufacturing a fluid dynamic bearing 
including the structure of a sleeve attached to a base member and having a sleeve 
surrounding the shaft and rotatably supported thereto, the base member having a 
cylindrical wall which surrounds the rotatably supported sleeve member, and an annular 
cover member having an inner peripheral edge smaller in diameter than an inner 
peripheral surface of the cylindrical wall, wherein oil fills part of a radial gap between the 
shaft and the sleeve, and wherein the method of making the fluid dynamic bearing 
includes the steps of holding the oil in part of the radial gap and then laser welding the 
annular cover member to the cylindrical wall at a point axially separated from the oil.
